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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 2-6 and 8-12 have been cancelled. 

In claim 1, line 6, --, wherein the blades are formed into an annular structure, having an 
outer diameter less than that of the hub.- has been inserted after "and the blades". 

In claim 7, line 8, --, wherein the blades are formed into an annular structure, having an 
outer diameter less than that of the hub.-- has been inserted after "and the blades" . 

The above changes to Claim 1 and 7 have been made to add the allowable 
subject matter of claims 5 and 1 1 , respectively. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement 
over the invention patented in Pat. No.4,647,271. The improvement comprises making 
the blades into an annular structure with an outer diameter less than that of the hub. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
